Fulfor to partner with Habitat 


Nicole Fulford and her 
family are getting a new 
address. 

Nicole and her three 
children will be partnering 
with the volunteers of Fulton- 
Hickman Counties Habitat 
for Humanity to build their 
new home at 513 North 
Washington in Clinton. 

The blue and green Habitat 
sign was posted in the yard 
late last week by Joearie, 
N icole ’ s kindergarten- aged 
son, with help from big sister 
Mikeyla, and, of course, his 
mom and baby sister Amani. 

Sometime this week, 
you’ll see tractor work being 
done on the property by Troy 
Carter. With the removal 
of a dead tree and other 
unsightly undergrowth, the 
lot will soon be ready for the 
building process to begin in 
earnest. 

Bro. Cecil May and a 
group of Hickman Countians 
were the family selection 
committee that had the very 
important task of reviewing 
the applicants for this house, 


considering three important 
aspects that Habitat is 
concerned with in selecting 
its partner families: the 
ability to pay the no-interest 
loan that finances the house; 
the need for better housing 
than a family is living in; and 
the willingness to partner 
with Habitat to build and 
maintain a new home. 

This will be the fifth 
Habitat house built in Clinton 
since the local affiliate began 
building in 2005. This group 
and their partner families 
have also built two houses in 
Fulton and two in Hickman. 

Anyone is welcome to be 
a part of this amazing and 
exciting process of helping 
Nicole and her family 
build their home. Another 
requirement of each partner 
family is to work at least 300 
hours during the construction 
process; their friends and 
family can help contribute 
to this special work, called 
“sweat equity” by Habitat, 
which is an essential part of 
the investment each family 


is required to make in their 
new home. 

If building just isn’t in 
your comfort zone, you can 
also help by volunteering to 
prepare lunch for the working 
crew during their Saturday 
work days. Cherry Pyron is 
currently gathering a list of 
groups who can help with 


this important job, and she 
welcomes your contacting 
her at 627-0907. 

Another way to be part of 
the ongoing work of Habitat is 
to order poinsettias during the 
affiliate’s annual sale. Plants 
are $10 or $ 20 , in red, white

Extension office 
to move in soon

Hickman County 

Superintendent of Schools 
Kenny Wilson was glad to 
announce last Tuesday that a 
lease had been signed for the 
Hickman County Cooperative 
Extension Service to move 
into the rec. building behind 
Hickman County High 
School. The announcement 
came at the regularly 
scheduled meeting of the 
Hickman County Board of 
Education on Tuesday, Oct. 
17 at 7 p.m. 

“It’s a win-win for 
everyone,” Wilson said. “It 
just took a little time to get all 
the details worked out.” 

The agreement signed 
Tuesday was for the HC 
Extension Service to lease 
the building behind the 
high school for 40 years 


for $1 per year, with a Ky. 
Department of Education 
mandated provision that 
the school board maintains 
the right to terminate the 
lease at the end of each 
year with a 30-day notice. 
At this point, the chances 
of an early termination look 
slim to none, but no absolute 
guarantees can be made 
about future school boards, 
or anything that can come up 
in the distant future. Multiple 
versions of the lease were 
drafted in the weeks prior 
to its signing. Most disputes 
were over the way in which 
an early termination would 
be handled, since the 
extension service plans to 
spend hundreds of thousands 
of dollars renovating 
the building. The signed 
agreement states that the 
value of the 40-year lease 
will be set at $280,000, and 
amortized over the next 40 
years (decreasing $7,000 per 
year). 

During his report, Hickman 
County High School

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Watkins shares his skill of 
skinning and fleshing

Outdoorsmen, young and 
old, feasted on the information 
presented to them during the 
trapping class held at Seavers 
Beavers earlier this month. 
Micah Seavers, of Water Valley, 
and Dana Watkins, of Somsert, 
Ky., discussed more important 
rules and regulations to make 
sure new trappers learned the 
craft of trapping properly. 

Watkins, with 40 years of 
experience, brought all the tools 


he needed to skin an animal 
after it has been caught. Seavers 
supplied him with a raccoon 
from an outdoorsman interested 
in contributing to the cause. “It 
is important to use what you 
catch,” they both said. 

“A lot of effort is involved 
in trapping, and it is a great 
accomplishment to use what 
you catch,” stated Seavers. 

Watkins then started the 
process of removing the skin 
from the raccoon starting with 
the feet and its backside. 


“It takes practice,” he said as 
he cut. “The more you do it, the 
more you get use to doing it.” 

He reminded everyone to wear 
latex gloves, always focusing on 
safety. “Some animals can carry 
diseases and parasites,” stated 
Watkins. 

Handling the animal while 
removing the skin also becomes 
easier the more you do it. 
Watkins used a makeshift hook 
located in Seavers’ shop as he

Transitioning your farm 
to the next generation 

Are you prepared?

Farm for sale...can’t pay 
the estate taxes! Hopefully, 
this doesn’t sound familiar. 
However, with land prices 
reaching new highs every 
month and tax laws changing 
almost as often, families must 
plan for this transition. Making 
plans to transfer assets from 
one generation to the next is 
not usually a pleasant task. It 
involves some very emotional 
subjects, specifically death and 
money, and you’ll probably 
have to ask yourself some tough 
questions that don’t have easy 
answers. Questions like, ‘will 
the farm have to be sold to 
pay the estate taxes’, or ‘how 
can I divide my property fairly 
between my children’, or ‘how 
can I make sure the farming 
operation continues after I’m 
gone and everything is divided’. 

All of those are tough 
questions and the easiest thing 
to do is nothing. However, that 
won’t help you transfer the farm, 
nor will it ensure that a viable 
farming operation continues 
after you’re gone. There’s no 
magic formula to accomplishing 
these tasks because each 
family’s situation is different. 
However, by listening to experts 
who’ve been involved in the 
process, farmers and landowners 
can gain valuable insight from 
specific examples and practical 
applications. 

Dr. David Kohl, 
professor emeritus with Virginia 
Tech, is one such person. He 
will be the featured speaker for 
a seminar to be offered in two 
locations entitled: Planning 
for the next generation of 
your family farm. One will be 
held November 15, 2012 at 
KY Dam Village State Resort 
Park Conference Center in 
Gilbertsville and the other on 
November 16, 2012 at the James 
E. Bruce Convention Center in 
Hopkinsville. Dr. Kohl was a 
professor of Agricultural Finance 


and Small Business Management 
and Entrepreneurship at Virginia 
Tech in Blacksburg, VA for 
over 25 years. Now, he spends 
several days each month talking 
to farm families about effective 
ways to pass farms on to the 
next generation while keeping 
them in operation. 

Other speakers include 
David Marrison, Extension 
Educator with Ohio State 
University, Dr. Steve Isaacs, 
Extension Professor of Ag 
Economics with the University 
of Kentucky and Attorney Vance 
Cook from Princeton, Kentucky. 
Each speaker will be addressing 
topics that emphasize the 
importance of communication 
between generations, having a 
plan for transition, and putting 
that plan into motion. 

There’s a common 
saying in estate planning that 
those who fail to plan, plan 
to fail, but how can you get 
started? That’s often the most 
difficult part of transitioning 
because family members have to 
discuss unpleasant and sensitive 
subjects like death and money. 
However, if you know of a farm 
that’s been in one family through 
several generations, it’s a pretty 
good bet that they communicate 


with each other and have had a 
plan or multiple plans in place 
for a long time. 

This seminar is designed for 
all members of a farm family: 
owners, operators, spouses, 
adult children and possibly 
even adult grandchildren. By 
focusing on specific subjects 
like communication, legal issues 
and each generation’s wants and 
needs, farms can be transitioned 
successfully. Dr. Kohl estimates 
that by 2025, more than 70% of 
farmland in North America will 
change ownership. Will your 
farm still be operational when it 
passes to the next generation or 
will it even be owned by your 
family?

Dear Editor, 

What happened just after 
midnight last Monday, Oct. 
15, 2012, was a trajedy for 
all involved. A loved one 
is dead. Another loved one 
suffered major injuries. 

Headlines screamed 

“AttemptedMurder/Suicide”, 
unintentionally adding more 
hurt to deep sorrow. 

Many people in Hickman, 
Carlisle, and surrounding 
counties knew of Mark 
and Monica Muscovalley’s 
marital difficulties these last 
10 months and the tumultuous 
on-and-off again relationship 
that resulted. 

The turmoil and constant 
changes were a struggle not 
only for them but also for their 
sons, other family members 
and close friends. Many tried 
to help in so many ways, and 
for that we are extremely 
thankful. A few people found 
it easier to look away and not 
get involved other than to 
occasionally ‘turn the screw.’ 
(I sincerely hope those few 
realize it is not always easy 
to do the right thing and that 
fewer wrongs might occur if 
more people listened to their 
conscience.) 

Mark’s family and friends 
really thought he had finally 
accepted his marriage was 
over. Not that he wanted it 
to be over. He didn’t. Mark 
hated that his family was tom 
apart, and he tried hard to 
pull it back together. But he 


was tired, and he saw what 
it was doing to his sons and 
mother. 

I have to admit, as much as 
I wanted that, as well as any, 
marriage to succeed, I was 
relieved and ready to help 
him ‘move on.’ I also have 
to admit that I was very wary, 
and practically angry, when 
‘his chain got yanked’ one 
more time and he agreed to 
give it one last try. (That was 
4 days before his death). 

Many know Mark and 
Monica were together that 
last weekend and reportedly 
had some good times as well 
as bad. It is apparent from 
several sources that Mark 
was pushed over the edge 
during yet another argument 
and just decided he couldn’t 
take it anymore. 

Let me be clear on 3 
points: 

1) Mark Muscovalley 

loved his wife, Monica, and 
never stopped loving her. 

2) Mark Muscovalley 

loved his sons and would 
never hurt them or allow 
them to be hurt. 

3) Mark Muscovalley 

wanted to punish Monica, 
but he never wanted to kill 
her. 

I certainly do not condone 
Mark’s actions! What he did 
hurt many people on many 
levels. 

However, I want people to 
know it was not “Attempted 
Murder.” (I have the highest 
respect for law-enforcement 


officials and realize “crimes 
of passion” often don’t fit 
neatly into legal pegholes.) 

Everyone who knew Mark 
well knows he was an expert 
shot and could have killed 
Monica if that were his 
intention, then or anytime. 
Monica, no stranger to guns, 
knows that too. 

Monica was a wonderful 
wife and mother for more 
than 22 years. We loved 
having her join our family 
and were hurt when she left 
with no explanation. I pray 
Monica heals on many levels 
so she can be the mom her 
boys so desperately need. 

Daniel, Derek, and D.J. 
are fine, young men and 
thankfully have many 
good memories of their 
childhood. 

We cherish the many 
memories of Mark’s life - 
- those we have and those 
shared by others in recent 
days. 

We rejoice that Mark 
accepted Jesus Christ as 
his Savior in May. It is a 
comfort to know Mark is 
now in Heaven and finally 
free of months of confusion, 
frustration, anger, hurt, and 
emotional distress. 

We appreciate all the 
visits, words, food, flowers 
and other expressions of 
sympathy. Most especially, 
we appreciate your prayers.

Something’s gotta give 


Sometimes what appears to be a really 
good idea comes to light. Ideas worth 
consideration on a national scale seem 
to be few and far between as our federal 
government continues to grow out of control 
and loses touch with the very population 
that hired it in the first place. 

There is a movement toward privatization 
of many government services. Like many 
movements, this one is from a small 
community in California. Maywood fired 
almost all of its employees and dismantled 
the police department, outsourcing to a 
nearby town that later on was beleaguered 
by its own woes and corruption. 

The search for financial salvation grows 
as communities seek ways to cope with 
declining sales taxes revenues amid a 
strangling recession. 

An article written by Russell Nichols for 
goveming.com states as former mayor of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania Gov. Ed Rendell 
saved $275 million by privatizing 49 city 
services. He says Chicago has privatized 
more than 40 city services. Since 2005, 
it has generated more than $3 billion in 
upfront payments from private-sector leases 


of city assets. In 2005, West Virginia Gov. 
Joe Manchin worked to transform the state’s 
Workers’ Compensation Commission into a 
private insurance carrier, BrickStreet Insurance. 
That has led Workers’ Compensation rates to 
decline about 30 percent statewide, translating 
to more than $150 million in annual employer 
savings. 

It seems to me that private companies or 
individuals could do certain public jobs like 
waste water treatment, fixing pot holes in 
roads, and even possibly delivery of mail, 
cheaper than government agencies. 

One potential problem I see would be possible 
corruption and insolvency, which could lead to 
breaches of contracts. 

It is sad that there is so much corruption and 
rampant scams. In my opinion the penalty for 
lying, scamming, and being corrupt should 
rank right up there with grand theft and treason 
(if we still have any penalties for treason). 

But privatization is an interesting concept 
that should be explored. Maybe we can whittle 
government down to a manageable level and 
one that we can afford. Something has gotta 
give and I do not see it coming from either 
of the presidential candidates or members of 
Congress.

worked to remove the 
skin. 

After peeling the skin from 
the feet and the backside, 
Watkins worked a little at a 
time slowly cutting the skin 
away from the rest of the 
body. He reminded everyone 
about the need to only apply 
enough pressure required to 
cut the hide away from the 
body. 

With four decades of 
experience, Watkins has 


received a certificate for 
raccoon and fox because of 
their condition. “It is called 
a top lot certificate,” he said. 
“They had the right color and 
were in prime condition.” 

Things became a little more 
difficult when he reached the 
head of the raccoon. Watkins 
worked carefully around the 
ears and eyes making sure he 
didn’t cut too deep or make 
any unnecessary incisions. 

Once the skin was removed 


from the body, Watkins began 
fleshing the skin on a fleshing 
board or beam. He explained 
that there are a variety of 
fleshing knives available and 
everyone needs to find what 
works best for them. A two- 
handed fleshing knife is what 
Watkins used on the raccoon 
and is typically used for 
beavers because they have 
a heavy layer of fat and are 
generally difficult to flesh. 

Watkins pushed the 
fleshing knife away from his 
body, working from the head 
of the raccoon downward. 
As he traveled down the 
raccoon, he scraped as much 
fat and other flesh as possible 
away from the hide without 
damaging it. 

After Watkins removed all 
the flesh from the hide, he 
demonstrated the proper way 
to mount the raccoon hide on 
a board. Putting pins in the 
proper places ensures that 
the hide will dry the correct 
way.

Retired teachers give 
back to the community by 
volunteering. Any time spent 
helping others without pay 
may be counted as volunteer 
time. The dollar values are 


computed using values from 
the Independent Sector 
Website. An hour donated in 
2010 is worth $17.65. HCRT 
reported 3,037 volunteer 
hours in 2011 to make a 
total of $53,603. Many 
volunteers hours are not 
reported. Each year KRTA 
gathers volunteer hour data 
from local units so we can 
use that data in outreach 
efforts. Statewide last year 
KTRA members donated 
more that 609,000 hours, 
valued at $1.44 million. 

HCRT join forces with 
KRTA and AARP Kentucky 
by contacting fifth grade 
teachers and encouraging 


them to participate in the 
12 th annual “Why my 
Grandparent should be the 
A ARPKentucky Grandparent 
of the year” essay contest. 
HCRT provides a cash award 
and a certificate honoring the 
recipient. School winners are 
entered in district and state 
competition. 

An annual school supply 
drive annually collects school 
supplies and delivers them to 
either the Family Resource 
Center or specific school 
locations.

Cooley tells about brother’s experience in Vietnam 


To whom it may concern, 

I was inspired to write this 
story awhile back because of a 
Note; because of this story that 
I wrote, my brother is being 
included in a book, written by 
Lisa Lark, called “All They Left 
Behind”. 

My name is Bob Cooley, and I 
would like to share a story about 
my brother, Harvey Cooley. 
Harvey met a fellow soldier, 
David Lawson during basic 
training at Ft. Polk, LA. in April 
1967. In their free time, what 
little there was, they hung out 
together. As the weeks went by, 
they grew very close, almost like 
brothers, even though they had 
only known each other a short 
period of time. As most soldiers 
would know, basic training 
went by fast. The friendships 
formed during the eight weeks 
of basic training last forever. 
However, after basic training, 
soldiers move on to advanced 
training. Harvey went to Medic 
training at Ft Sam Houston, 
TX and David went to Ft Sill, 
OK for Field Artillery training. 
Even though their hometowns 
were very close since David was 
from Helena, AR and Harvey 
was from Memphis, TN, they 
thought their friendship would 
end and they would never see 
each other again. 


After advanced training, both 
young men received orders 
for a one-year tour of duty in 
Vietnam that was to begin in 
September. Since they had lost 
contact with each other, they did 
not know they were both going 
to Vietnam. 

One day in September, 
1967, these men, fresh out of 
training, were both in Ft Ord, 
CA awaiting transport to Travis 
AFB and then on to Vietnam. 
Unaware they were at the same 
Army base and as David puts it, 
they had an unexpected surprise 
when they literally ran into 
each other while coming from 
different directions. They talked 
very briefly since they both had 
to report in five minutes. They 
agreed to meet in West Memphis, 
AR on May 1, 1970 after they 
were discharged from the 
service. Harvey took a moment 
to write a brief note, which he 
gave to David indicating the 
date and location they were to 
meet. 

Harvey never made it back 
home. He was killed in combat 
on May 6, 1968, while his unit 
was engaged in a battle with a 
large Vietcong regiment. Harvey 
died after saving two fellow 
soldiers and while attempting to 
drag another wounded soldier to 
cover during enemy fire. Harvey 


was a true hero in every sense 
of the word. He was awarded 
the Silver Star, the third highest 
medal for Heroism. Harvey’s 
brave actions and his death are 
described in a book titled “Days 
of Valor”, written by Robert 
Tonsetic. 

David did not learn of 
Harvey’s death until the mid 
1980s. He wrote a letter to 
Harvey after he returned home 
from Vietnam and asked if they 
could postpone their meeting 
until a later date. His letter was 
unanswered. 

David felt then that Harvey 
must not have made it back 
from Vietnam. He knew Harvey 
would surely have answered his 
letter if he had been able to. 

While David was searching 
the Internet for information 
about Harvey, he found a poem 
that was written by our sister, 
Nancy. The poem was dedicated 
to Harvey and Nancy had 
posted it on the Virtual Vietnam 
Memorial Wall several years 
ago. David waited a while before 
contacting her. He sent an email 
to Nancy and told her about 
his friendship with Harvey and 
about his search for answers. 
Nancy responded to David’s 
email and sent it to me as well. 
I immediately sent an email to 
David and we exchanged cell 



phone numbers. 

David called me recently and 
we talked about his friendship 
with Harvey. While on the phone 
with David, I learned about the 
note Harvey had written for him 
regarding their meeting plans. 
David still had the note and sent 
me a copy of it. 

It is amazing, to say the least, 
that David was able to track us 
down. Even more amazing is the 
fact that he still had Harvey’s 
note after all these years. David 
told my sister and I, what a joy it 
was to finally hear from Harvey 
through us after over forty 
years. 

I would like to think that 
Harvey is looking down from 


Heaven and smiling on this 
occasion. Thank you, David, 
for keeping Harvey’s memory 
alive and for being his friend. 
As Nancy wrote in her poem, 
“Dear Brother, you will always 
be my hero”. 

Harvey was born and raised in 
a small town outside of Fulton, 
KY. He was only nineteen years 
old and had a six-month-old 
son when he was killed. Harvey 
would now be a grandfather of 
five and a great-grandfather of 
one. 

He is buried in the Oak 
Grove Cemetery near Fulton, 
KY alongside our Mother and 
Father. 

David and Harvey were 


finally able to get together 43 
years later. David, along with 
my wife and I, visited his grave. 
The moment was solemn and 
bitter sweet. David will cherish 
this visit with Harvey forever.

The fact that my story was 
so well received that Lisa Lark 
decided to include Harvey in 
her book that features only 68 of 
those who died in the Vietnam 
War is, I feel, newsworthy.
